copence the trauels of his youth,es to giue encou» 
ragemet pnto other Romane Citizens bytherr 
good endeuors to attain vnto like eſtate &> creatt 
in the gouernmet of Romes Publique Weale. 
It happened that ſhortly after the determin a- 
tz0by the Conſuls 5 Senat agreed vp3,the yong 
w14nvpon who the place of a Indge ſhold be cofer- 
red,commg vntothe knowledge thereof, fell pre- 
fetly into a deepe coſideratis with himſeife about

be ſhould be called. And firſt coſidered that in his

ſible ropertorme. And thertore hi: Higneſle is co. 
ſtrayned by his Mimi/lers, Deputies , {nſttces, and 
Tzsdges, to adminiſter Iuſtice vatoall his people. 
Men therfore(in ſuch place employed) ought with 
wonderous care, & conſcionable diligence to dif 
charge the truſt in them repoſed:tor vato them, & 
intotheir hands, is (as it were)deliuered the Kings 
owne Oath;becauſe, what he is ſworne vnro, mult 
be by them in his behalte pertormed. Sce r11e1 the 
dignity of [uſtices and ludges of Alliſes , »-+ſ/1gna- 
wimus 008 In ficiaries noſtros.\Nehaue aTigned you 
our Tuſtices, and you nay admini er luſtice vnto 
our SubieQs. Thus by the Kings C ommiſhon the 
Kings owne Oati is put into our hands : and at 
this inſtant(in the place and perſon ofa ludge) my 
Soueraignes Oath into my hands is put: I (though 
his vnworthic SubieR)am by his gracious clemen » 
cic Authorized (as in his owne per{on) according 
to his owne Oath, to adminiſter Iuſtice voto you 
his Subiects: Which duty ( by Gods afliſtance ) as 
I have vowed, I will faithfully performe: For if any 
(with a Kings Oath traſted) (hall be fo vilde, asto 
fallifie their truſt, ſuch offence is more then Ca- 
pitall,

fo much the more ſhould their care be,todiſcharge

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the ſame,vpon whom ſo weighty an office and Ho 
norable Author itic is beſtowed, 

From whom our Commiſſion commeth, and to 
whom it is dir2Cted,hath bin briefly (pecifted:2 will 
now procec<d,and ſhew out ofthis word 2id,whar 
isin the Comſsicn contained. Briefly thertore,it 15 
that bounded limit, in which folely doth confiſt the 
ſtrength of our authoritie; beyond which compaſle 
we are commandedn ot to paſle: For it appointeth 
vnto vs the Juſtices of Alliles, what it 1s that we 
muſt execute, as well in cauſes berwixt partie and 
pertic,as alſo the King aid party deper.ding.

Wee then , the ſlices of Aſsiſes and Gaoles 
Deliveric, arc by his Maie{tic appointed to adimi- 
niſter luſtice vnto his Subiects; but 2u9mds how, 
not according to our owne VVill, Conceit or Opi- 
nion, but Secundum Legem 7 Conſuetudinem Max 
nerie Anzlicane, According to the Lawe: Cuſtome 
and Manner of England: VV hich Lawe, Cuſtome, 
and manner mult bee executed wirh Knowledge, 
Iudgment, Vnderitanding, and Equitie. For wee 
mult knowe our ſeJues, and Place wherein wee 
are: Wee mult Knowe and Vndcerſtand cach 
cauſe before vs brought, and according to our 
Knowledge and V ndeiſtanding, we muſk vpright- 
ly Iudge, according ro Equitic, without ( inthe 
leaſt ſort) being drawne, by reſpeRing either Per.

Partialitie in aludge, is a Turpirude, which 
doth ſoile and Paine all the Attions done by 
him. A Iudge that will bee Partiall, will re- 
ceiue a Bribe, and ſuch an one cannot by any 
meanes bee iult, in his manner of Tudging ; 
Bribes, and Paruall deaiing doth defile rhe 
Puririe of Iuſtice, with great fuſpeRted E ill : 
Fora /w4ge, it but in ſomethings he be knowne 
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totake a bribe, or be approued Partiall, he leaueth 
no one Action done by him, tree from the ſuſpeCt. 
A Indge that for aBribe will ſpeake, and bur o:1ce 
execute a luſticepurchaſed,ail his words & Acti- 
ogs for euer after may iuſtly be ſulpeed, though 
neuer lo vprightly done or ſpot en. 

A ludee muſt vprightly, with an equall and 1in- 
differeut care and mind fully hcare and vnderſtand 
caci caule before he judgerth 3 otherwile, it 15 not 
poſliblethart iuſtice ſhould be iuſtly executed: And 
to iudge ina point of difference , hearing but one 
partic ſpeake,is aſſuredly to be vniuſt; for this icn- 
tence is directly true : Lui Judicat cauſam parte in- 
audita altera,-/Equum licet, Statwat,ludex iniquus eſt: 
Vho iudgerh a cauſe forthe one partie, not hea. 
ring the other, though what he doth, may ſtand to 
be vpright, yet is the Indge vniuſt, 

Our auncient Fathers did in their Pictures and 
Emblemes oftentimes encloſe a very great & ſub- 
ſtantiall wiſedome:ILuſtice (as you know)vlerh cuer 
tobe painted with a {word in the one hand, anda 
paire of Scales or Ballance in the other; thereby 
ſignifying, That Iuſtice neuer ſtrikes her ſtroke, 
cilfGrſt the cauſe be weighed.in the Ballance; her 
Blow comes not,vntill'the weight of the Cauſero 
be tried ,hath by an vpright hand equally recetued 
ſufficient triall: for then ſhe knowerh rightly how 
ro 1trike her ſtroke and not before: when the glory 
of her dignity ſhall recciue perfetious Honor, as 
well by proteting the Good, as in puniſhing the 
Bad, 
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Me thinkes, that oftentimes when Irideby the 
way, Ifec the Effects of /#/lice rightly reſembled, 
when I behold a Riuer with a filuer currant,bound- 
ed in her equall courſe, with what iuſt proportion 
ſhe duth dilpeiſc her ſtreames,wichour bewraying 
any little rage of internperate violence.Bur it the 
pallaye ofthat ſtreame be ſtopt;then how like a 
raging Sca,ſhe ouer-flowes her bancks:and that 
then by an vnreliſted torce,the Meadowes, humble 
Va'lies, weake and low. growne Shrubs aredrow+ 
ncd vpz enduring a recureleile wracke , whileſt 
Hills & Mountaines (tand (at2 from feare otharme 
Euen fo it fareth with vs: The equall courſe of Iu- 
ſtice being (tayed,the poore & meaner ſoit of peo- 
ple they arc ouerwhe!med with wrongs oppreſſion 
whileſt great & wealthy men, like Hils and Moun- 
taines,build their Stations ſure,being freed from 
any cauſe of griefe: Iuſtice with-held,only the po. 
rer ſort are thoſe that ſmart for ir. 

Tuſtice vntoall eſtates doth meaſure an even pro» 
portion to rich ang poore,her metwand keep: Fan 
equall length, beg {ealed with the teſtimonie of 
vpright conſcience, To Kings,Rulers, Indges, and 
Magiſtrates,th's'e::t2nce 1s proper Yos 74 eſtt5;you 
are Gods onearth:when by your execu'10n of Iu» 
ſtice & Ludginent , the God of heaiten 1s by your 
actions preſented: bur if by vs, that fo are called 
Gads [uſtice and Iudgment be peruerted; it wil bee 
heauy for our ſonles,vhen we ſhall dve like men. 

Briefly,the office of a ludze,is patiently to heare 
each party ſpeake ſoverly; toa1{were or obiect,di- 
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refly; toſce ( as ncere a+ may bee pollible) each 
fruth ſubſtantially prooved : And then to Ludge 
with an vpright heart according to Iuſtice & Equi 
tic: Neuer in any one thing preferring C Concluſi- 
on,beforea conſcionable,wile,and indicia!l Con- 
ſideration.ln which vprightneſſe,the exccution of 
Tuſticce vied by the Right Honourable( my mott 
worthy Predeceſlor) in this place (hall be an Ex- 
ample, which I will deſire to follow, 

Ol all che Morall verrues, luſtice ( 2nucene like) 
ts enthroned:,for yato her onely 152 [Throne al- 
cribed,becauſe her Exccution doth neereſt repre- 
ſent/ Heauens eternall Deitic . Iuſtice & Mercic 
are/inſeperable Vertyes; Mercie and Iudgment,,as 
it yas Righteous King Dauias andiately our good 
© ae. beauenly Elizabeth: lo it is nowe vertu- 
ous King James his Song,in whoſe princely breaſt 
Mercie and ludgment are more gloriovſly vnited 


Andto the end,thatIhis Subicct; andin his place- 


nis Subltitute, and you his Subie&ts may execute 
Tuſticeas wee ought, I will nowe out otmy laſt 
word, de Putbas, declare vnto yeu,of whome,and 
of what Cauſes we are to enquire, that Juſtice and 
Iudgment may thereby teceiue a more cleare aud 
pow rerfull Execution, 

Thoſethen ofwhome we are in the firſt place 
toenquire, are ſuch, by whome our King is mo!t 
difobeyed, his State diſturbed, and Kingdoimes 
threatened : Wherecot (if you conlider)it will be 
euident, That all thoſe growing and deſperate c- 


tempting euils, by which, wee arcmoſt proudly 
me- 
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menaced and Aflifted, doe principally proceede 
from three forrs of Recuſants liuingamongſt vs, 
Ot all which , the Popiſh Recuſant is the moſt 
dangerous with our Engliſh Romaniſts, will I 
therefore at the firſt begin, and in the dilcripti- 
on of their Actions and praiſes, I do defire that 
my wordes may bee entertayned with your beſt 
Attention, 

Our Worldes Admired ,2ueene Renowned 
Elizabeth , did (as you know ) in the beginning 
of her Raigne; change the Stateot Religion in 
this Kingdome in ber firſt Parliament , by the 
conſent of her Lordes Spirituall and Temoorall, 
being eſpecially by the Lord of Heauen dire- 
Qed , Error , Popiſh blindeneſſe, and Faithleſle 
Conſittutions grounded vpon Humaine Tradth 
ons were ex:int, And Religions Puritie accor- 
ding to the Lawe of Faith , was Reeſtabliſhed, 
beeing built vpon the vnremoued foundation , 


, of the alone Aurhenticke word (anonicall . The 


bookes of the olde and newe_ Teſtament, from 
the rrueth whereot, ſhee did alwaies dire&t_ the 
courle of her ſo happic and TIryumphant Go- 
uernment, 

Notwithſtanding , the Change of Religion, 
it cannot bee denyed , Thar for. the firſt renne 
yeeres, of her Maieſties Raigne, the eſtate of Ro- 


,maine Catholique in England was Tollerable , 


though ſome were Committed in the begin- 
ning of her comming to the Crowne, yet none 
but thoſe whoſe precedent Afttions, had cauſed 
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the faith of their Allegience to remaine doubts 
full, and ſo was the manner of their commit- 
ment mixed withſuch gratious Clemencie. As 
that they rather endured a fauourable reſtraynt, 
then any ſtraight or rigorous impriſonment, But 
al vel] thole {o reſtrayned, as generally allthe Pa- 
pilts in this Kingdome, not any of them did re- 
fuſe tocome to our Church, and yeeld their ſor- 
mail Obedience to the Laweseſtabliſhed . And 
thus they all Continued, notany one refuſing ts 
Come 'to our Churches, during the firſt renne 
yeares ot her Maieſties gouernment. And in the 
beginning of the eleuenth yeare of her Raigne, 
Cornewallyes , Bedamgfield and Silyarde were the 
firſt Recuſants , They abſolutely refuſing ro come 
to our Churches. And vntill chey in that ſort be» 
gan the-name of Recuſant, was. neuerheard of a« 
monegſt vs. 

In the beginning of the eleuenth yeare, when 
three Rrcuſants were onely in this Kinegbome to 
bee tound. In the ſame yeare, Pope /mprusthough 
abultuely furnamed Pius Luintus, his Hell i(hneſſe 
was informed by ſome of our Enzlifh Ieſnrtes, that 
ſuch was the number of Remame Catholiques here 
in Enpland, as that it his Horriblenefſe would de- 
nounce an Excommunication againſt rhe 2.renc 
there was in this Realme and Kingdome, a power 
Catbolicall which would prelently vpon an mſtant 
be in redineſle, toenter into open hoſtilitie with 
torce ſufficient to depoſe zand viterly to ſupplant 
her 
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her Highneſſez and to reeſtabliſh the Romaine 
faith, 

Pope Imbius of that name th2 firſte, vpon the In. 
formacion ſpecified the better toſeuer his hope in 
his good meaning to this Kingdome, preſently 
plotrerh with the King of /paine ſor aluddainc inua- 
ſion vpon the preſence Excummunication of the 
Lueene. And tothis end one Robert Redulpby as 
gentleman of Floregce, was ſent by the Fope, vn- 
der colour of Marchand ze, to follicit a Rebels 
lion amongſt vs: and gaue order vnto him for 
the recciuing ofone hundred and fittle thouſand 
Crownes, to ſet forward this atrempt, And Phel- 
lip King of Sparne, by the inſtance of the Pope, had 
determined to ſend the Duke of Alna into Eng- 
lind, witha!l his forces in the Low Countries, to 
alliſt ſome great men amongſt vs, who cuer by the 
Pope Soilicited, robe the vrincipall Agents in 2 
moſt Rebellious enter priſe, vnto whom ſome of 
the one hundred and fiftie Thouſand Crownes was 
deliuercd, and ome other part ſeat into Scotland 
for the like etf<Ct. 

Thus as vou hane heard even'at rhe fame time, 
when her Maieſtiethe late 2urene, deltraoft mer- 
Citully with che Papiſts, did the Pope with them 
conſpire ro worke her ruine, and this Kingdomes 
Querthrow , lecrecly complaining how on ſud- 
daine they might bring vppon vs De'tructions, 
Spoile, a! nd generall Deol ation , when our then 
Souer. uene, that Lucene of Vertue, knowing ſhe 
had deſerued no (uch ell, did not inthe lealt fort 
lulpect any luch danger. 
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The Pope hauing as he thought ſuerly eſtabliſh- 
ed rhe foundation of his hopes: He then Denoun- 
ced the Excommunication againſt the 2ueene 
which was not vnto her ſelf made known,vntil the 
intended Rebellion in the North brake forth a lit- 
tle before Chriſtmas, inthe yeare 1569,being the 
twelfth yeare of her Highneſle Kaigne, and then it 
was known, that the Pope had Excomunicated her 
Maieſtie, And therby freed her Subie&ts,as the Bull 
imported, from their Subicion and Obedience. 
Bur God was pleaſed that the Popes Bull was fo 
Baited; as that the Rebellion by it procured, was 
ſodainly ſuppreſſed: For the Pepe whoſe labor isro 
defend Lies, was himſelfe deccived with alice, for 
the ſtrength of the Papiſts here not being ſuch as 
was enformed, The true harted Proteltants taking 
parte with their Soucraigne, did quickly Cut rhe 
Throats of our Engliſh Romaines, driving ſome of 
the heads of thatRebellion,vnro a hametull flight, 
and \brought the reſt by our Lawes Juſtice, to a 
ſhametull death. . 

Her Maieſtie in the thirteenth yeere of her 
Raigne, having made the Law before ſpeciticd, 
the very next yeere following, out commerh 
Sanders booke. De Vifubili Monarchya, wherein he 
plainely ſetteth downe how the Pope had ſent over 
Morton and Web , two Prieſts before the fayd Re- 
bellionto the Lords and Gentlemen in the North, 
to Excitethem, withtheir followers, to take vp 
Armes,ſignifying vntothem the Popes Comman» 
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dement: Alledging, That her Maieſtie being ex- 
comunicated, Her. Subie&s were releſed trom 
their Obedience. And therforc he doth Directly > 
Juſtifie the ſayde Commotion . Alcribing the e- 
uill ſucceſle rhereof to the late publithing of 
the ſayde Excommunication, Becauſe it was not 
generally knowne, vntill the yeere after it was 
Denounced. VVhen Felton had ſet it vpon the 
Biſhop of Londons gate , Affirming that if it had 
beene publiſhed the yeere before, or when the 
Rebels were in Armes, they had afſuredly preuai- 
led againft rhe Zxeene, and executed the ſayde 
Sentence atthe ſame time , tor her depoling from 
the Crowne. | 

Thus Trayterouſly with more then Bra- 
zen Infolence, did that Traytor Sanders ſpit 
out his poyſoned venime © Thereby deſiring to 
corruptthe hearts of her highneſle Subiects, and 
to make them fit for a newe Rebellion , which 
courſe by him taken, was, Immitated by Par/ons, 
and many other to the like effect. VVho ceaſed 
not by their Herericall and lying Pamphlits, with 
moſt Trayterous impudencie, to abuſe her Ma- 
ieſftic and the State. And not thus contented, in 
the yeare one thouſand fiue hundred ſeuentie 
and nine, Stakely aſhited by Sanders, and other 
Catholickes, both Eneliþ , iſs, and Italian , with 
the Popes Commiſſion , entred into /reland. The 
Pope himſelfe , in the furtherance of that Courle 
ſending thither certaine forces vpon his owne 
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DOneent of mercie was lo farre from beeing moo- 

ved, as that with Patience, ſhee endured all 

theſe Iniuries, onely- inforcing that one Lawe, 

which as you haue heard, ſhe molt juſtly made a- 
ainſt them, 

Whileit Ireland. by the Popes procurement 
remained in combuſtion. It happened that Pius 
Lumntus died, and Greporie the thirteenth ſuc- 
ceeded in his place, who preſently Reneweth 
his Prediceſlors former, Bull, and denounced 
her Maieſtie to bee Excommunicated, with [z- 
timation of all other particulers in the former 
Bull mentioned , which done, there was by 
him ſent ouer into England, Campion and Par- 
ſons, they came vnto vs in the yeare- one 
thouſand five hundreth and cightie, there com- 
ming was to alienate the hearts of her Ma- 
teſties Subies, fronitheir due obedience: and 
to make a partie ſtrong to depoſe the Lucene, 
ioyning with the Pope, and Kine of Spaine, by 
whom there was then an intended preparation 
againſt vs; But the attempts and praCtiſes of 
them both at that inſtant failing in England. 
The Pope as a Temporall Prince, diſplayerh his 
Banner in Jreland , with purpole to deprive her 
Hi. hneſſe. Firſt from that Kingdome , and then 
by degrees to depole her from this, Notwith- 
ſtandingſo mild was the proceedings of her Mas 
ieſtie againſt them, as that there were in the ſpace 


of ten yeares , not much aboue ewelue perlons, 
that 
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that were by the Tuſticevt her Lawes adirdged to 
die, andthe moſt of them Semenaries, and all of 
them Conuicted in cauſes of Treaſon, 

Her Maicltie when (he heard of the fecond 
Excommunication, and had ſeene what follow- 
ed in her Kingdome vpon the fit{t, She was then 
in all Chriſtian Pollecie enioyned to prevent the 
ſucceſle of dangers imminent . Her Highneſle 
theretore , in the yeare one thouſand fiue hundred 
cightie and one, cauſed a Proclamation to bee 
made for the calling home of her SubieQs from 
beyond the Seas,fuch eſpecially as were Trayned 
vp inthe Seminaries,percciuing that they learned 
nothing there bur difloyalrie, & [reaſon. And pre» 
ſently atter this her Proclamation,(becalleda Par 
liament,wherein a Lawe was azrecable in effet ro 
the {aid Proclamation, enforced with apenalry of 
death, for any Je/uite or Semmarie Prielt,to repaire 
into England, and forany to receiue or intertaine 
them, (hee would willingly that thoſe of ſuch pro» 
feſſiov,ſhould keepe themſelues without the Ly- 
mits of her Kingdome, 

Bur if againſt her will,they would come into 
her Land to fow the ſeed of the Sedition,% Rehbel- ' 
lion amongſt her Subiects, and co lay their plots 
how togſupprize her life , and to make a way 
for Forratgne Enemie-, w:th bloody handes to 
enter vpon her Dominions . And by Hoſtill 
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tion, and to expoſe herpeople vnto the Slarie of 
a ſeruile yoake . What thould her Maieſtie leſle 
haue done in the prevention of ſuch a Lamen- 
table euill, butro hang vp them that were the 
principall A ors in fo bloody and Tragicall a 
Tyranny. 

From the yeere eightic one, to cightie eight, 
her Maicſtic was not free from Continuall Tray- 
terous and Rebellions prattiſes, deſperately artewp- 
ted againſt herlite, or intended fubuertion of her 
Kingdome + Firſt the Popes forces hecing ouer- 
throwne in Jreland , the Pope and King of Spaine , 
preſently ioyned with the Duke of Guiſe, for the 
cxecuting ofa moſt deſperate deſignment againſt 
her Maieltic. Ar den and Somernilde, would haue 
laid violent hands vpon her ſacred perſon. DetFar 
Parrie intended the like villanie, Northumberland 
reuolted from his obedience - Mendoza the Jeſnite, 
and others of that Crue or SeR, appointed by the 
Pope toorder & Mannage theſe deucliſh deſign- 
ments, 

In the yeare cightic, to forerunne the purpoſed 
Spaniſh InuaGion , againſt which time Campion, 
Parſons , Haywoode , and all the 7eſaites and Se+ 
mizaries , had fo beſturred themſelues. There is 
cettaine bookes printed beyond the Spas ſent 
ouer into England, therby to preparethehearts of 
our people,to ioyne with Spaine, andto take vp 
Armes againſttheir Soucraigne, with perſwaſions 
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grounded vpon this poſition : Viz. That in all warre? 
which may happen for Religion: eutry Catholike man is 
_ in conſcience to imploy his per ſow and forces by 
the Popes direftion,that is how far when here > kow 
either at home or abro1d, he may and muit breake with 
his temporal Sauer aione,and that upon paine of deadly 
finne.Vpon a toundation ſodiabolicall: What fruits 
other then diuclliſh can be expeted ? Andyct, do 
but further note how damnable a ſpiritis in their 
bookes and writings bewrayed. 

All che Papiſts ia this kingdome, were moſt vio- 
lently perſwaded, that vpon the Spanih inuzſion, 
they thould all ioync their greateſt force with 
Spaine. it was in them accounted an error of con- 
{cience,want of courape, and cfteminare daſtardie, 
that they had ſuffered her Maieſtic almoſt thirtic 
yearesto raigneouer them. They were threatned 
with Excomraunication,and vtterruine , both of 
themſelucs and rheic poſteritie, if they did any lon« 
gerobey anddeterd, or acknowledge her highnes 
to be their Lucene or ſuperior; anddid not foorth. 
with joyue their forces tothe Spaniards. And to 
the end,that this moſt godleſle, trayterous , inhu- 
maneand vnnaturall appointment, by ſubicds to 
their lawfull annointed Soueraigne, and natiue 
countrey, might recciue the better acceptance. 
There was ved a moſt infinuating, though faith- 
leſlemaunerof perſwaſion,guilded over with a fee. 
ming ſhew of Holineſle: ( Fot thus, ) our Engliſh 
Komane C athol:kes were promiſed) That in the king of 
Spaines arm), there were diuerſe Prieſts ready to ſerne 
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enerie mans ſpirituall neceſsitte, by confeſſion, counſel, 
and all conſolation in Chriſt Ieflw,and that they ſhould 
be ſo aſſiſted by the bleſſed patrons , both in heanen,&+ 
in carth,with the gard of all Gods boly Angels vith our 
ble/led $auiour in the ſoueraigne Sacrament, and with 
the daily pnoſt holy Oblation of Chriſts owne deare body 
and bleud, As that it could not fall out otherwiſe, 
butrhat they ſhould affuredly preuaile: Hereby 
way the world perceiue in what Angelike manner 
ofbrightneſſe Popiſh dotine can ſuite treaſons 
damnable,cuen as blacke as hell, , 
You haue heard what preparation was - prout- 
d&cd by the Pope and GE the furtheranceof 
Spaines intended inuaſton,wee will now proceed 
co matter of ation, And but call ro our remem- 
brance ( that euerto beeremembred) powerfull 
worke of God : ) for our deliuerance in the yeare 
$8. The king of Spaines Armads, that admirable,8: 
warlike nauic, {o well furniſhed with valiant ſoul- 
diers,and all munition fit for warre,when ſuddenly 
wee were in danger by a Potent enemie to be ſur- 
priſed, when her late Maieſties Royal! Nauie,was 
{carſly put foorth toſea. And the beſt ſhips of 
ſtrength nor fully furniſhed with ſhot and pow, 
der,as was neceflarie in ſo weightie a bulineſle: 
yet tothe neuer dying glory of a maiden Queene, 
ſuch was her princely power, atthough atſca but 
in part vnprouided,as that by the Joue and grace 
of heauens eternall prouidence, her Maieftie by 
a moſt noble Battel! at ſea, euen in the preſence 
of her kingdoms Zerritories,did veterly diſperſe and 
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ouerthrow,that ſurnamed inuinceible Spaniſh na- 
vie, ſorhat not any Spaniards floate, (vnlelſe 
brought captiue could arrive Jvpon her Englands 
ſhoare . Nor but verie tew of their ſo much ad- 
mired fleete of ſhippes, returned to their natiue 
home. Thus did God on Queene Elizabeth be- 
ſtowa glorious v1Rorie , euen in the deſpite of 
Pope, Papiſt , trayterous Ieſuites , Seminaries, 
Monkes, Friers, and all the rablement of rhat An- 
tichriſtian See. 

The power of Spaine, was brought againſt vs, 
by the procurement of our Engliſh Papiſts, and 
what recompence was intended for them , in the 
charity of their catholike profeſſion may apycare, 
by that which the Duke of Medina Sidorii aftire 
med, which was , That both Cathalickes and Here- 
tikes that came in ts way, (hauls be all one to his, bus 
ſword coulde not diſcerne them, ſo hee might make 
way for his waaiſter , all was one to him , Thus did 
Papiſts, as ſtill they doe, defire to worke our 
downe fall in thocertaintic of cheir owne deſtru- 
Aion, 

God laning ſhewed his lone to our late Queen 
and Kingdome, by that wonderfull deliuerance 
before deſcribed: The Pope to further his ac- 
cuſtowed incdeuors, practiſed with Spaine,about 
anew inuaſion, andthe better to bring his pur- 
poſe to paſſe : Parſons , that auncient Iefuite,and 
moſt notorious traytor vnder the Pope, chiefe 
gouernour of all the Icluites, ( principal] ene- 
mies to. Teſus , ) was placed in the Spaniſh 
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Court, by whoſe perſwafion there was a new Se- 
minarie erected at Yaledolyde,trom whence in three 
yeares,there was ſent thirteeneprieſts into Eng- 
land, to preparea paſlage for the new intended 
inuaſion, V hereupon in the yeare 1591, a Pro- 
clamation went forth forthe apprehending of all 
ſuch Prieſts or Seminaries, as ſhould come from 
Spaine. Becauſctheir intention was knowne vnto 
the Statchere.Butto the end the Dtuell (the Pope 
' I ſhould ſay) might want no inſtrument for ghe ef+ 
feing of murthers, trealons, and rebellions , by 
Parſons procurement, 'more Scwinaries were Cre- 
Qed in Spaine, (and England ſtill rroubled with 
Romes trayterous diſciples. But the new inuafion 
bein twiſe ſeton foote, God did ſowarre againſt 
their purpoſes,asthat their prepared Navie was at 
ſea, diſperſed by ſtormes,loas molt of them endu- 
red ſhipwracke, 

That expectation failing, then was the Infant of 
Spaine intituled to the Crowne of England: (and 
to that end,ſundry bookes diuwged)Qycenc Elz4- 
beth was by them accounted a tyrant: more tyran. 
nicall then Nero, Decius, Diocle(1on , Maxentins, or 
any the greateſt perſecutors ofthe Chriſtians: Not 
thus contented,from the yeare 88.tothe yeare 99, 
there were continualtreaſons practiſed againt the 
Royall perſon of her late Maieſtie, P atricke, Collen, 
Lopez, Torke, William's , Squire , all attempting to 
murther her Highneſle. 

All rhe(e attempts,plots,proiefts, & trayteroyg 
ſtratagems, taking noefteQ, Then was there frgm 
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the Pope a new B::!l feat, wherby the Papilt; were 
commaunded to vie a formall maner of obcdi :ence, 
vntill they might grovy to be a ſtrength (uthc icntly 
ſtrong to depoſc the Qieene, W hich expectati- 
on once accowplithed,then had they power by the 
ſaid Bull to take vp armes againit her. Thus they 
neuerleft cocinuall praRiling,vnrill a little before 
her Maieſties death: about which time,by ſome of 
the principall 4gents,in the laſt molt horrible teas 
fon, there was complorted another Spaniſh inua- 
ſion : For theaccompliſhing wherof, the/yonger 
VVinter was a meſſenger vnto the King of Spaine, 
and Gujdo Fawkes ynto the Pope, anda third was 
imployed tothe Archduke, 
The King of Spaine at that time beeing our ene- 
mie, entertained Y7Vinters motion, with moſt kinde 
acceprance,proteſting that the Engliſh Catholiks 
ſhould bee as deare ynto him, as his home- borne 
Caſiillians , and in loueto the intended bulineſle, 
vowed in the word of a King to defend their fatety, 
(all which, as ſouldiers fay )with pollicie in warre 
he might do) beeing then our enemy. Buritis a 
marter cleane out of my Element, and therefore I 
will difputeno further about it: Butthe Counf«ll 
of Spaine holding aconference about the manna- 
ging of the plot by 7Vipter layd. It was obiccted 
that there would be want of horſe for ſich a bu{t- 
neſſe. Whereupon inter v ndertakech ro»furnith 
them with a certaine number, and recciveth gold 
tothat end. Atlaſltth ie purpoſed deſignemen: "he 
ing embraccd witha generall conſent, a.lor 1: 
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ſtanding by,being ſome Commander,a Captaine, 
or ſuch like, ruffles outthis fouldier like Larine, 
Nunc tempus pro nobis erit aliquid obtinere : Now (hall 
it be tame for os to get ſomething . But in the middeſt 
of this inzended preparation, it happened,that her 
Matieſtic Royall, and moſt gracious Elizabeth died: 
And our now Imperiall Soucraigne King Jawes, 
did both inherite her kingdomes and her ver. 
tucs, 

His maieſticbecing with peace eſtabliſhed in 
his royall ſeate, the king of ſpaine wovld no longs 
er embrace his former purpoſed appointment: 
Nor would conſent,that any thing ſhould againſt 
a King bee plotted, with whome hee ueuerhad 
warre: Nor by whome he neuer receiued any ins 
jury . So as our Papiſts were in that behalfe dil- 
miſſed of their expeted hope: and enforſed to 
ſeeke out ſome other meanes; andnowl willbe- 
wray aſecret( I amſitenort generally knowne.) 
In the diſcourſe whereof I doe delire attentis 
on, 

Pope Clement the ninth, who was accounted 
thelaſt beſt of many Popes, (all notwithſtanding 
being naught. He vnder(tknding Spaines purpeſe, 
as before is ſpecified, concerning an inuaſton,ſup- 
poling that the 2urene miglt die before that bu- 
fineſſe rooke effet: And foreſeeing vato whome 
theſe kingdomes ſhould of right deſcend,ſent ſe . 
cretly a Bull into England , which was fo clole. 
ly concealed , amongſt our Papiſtes heere, as 
that her Maicſtic in her life time, knewe not 
thereof 
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thereof. ( For if ſhe had) I am ſure, that by reaſon 
of mine imploymentncare vato her, I ſhould haue 
heard ifſhe had knowne any ſuch thing. But aſſu- 
redly both her ſelfe, ani the State, were ignorant 
thereot, 

But now this Bull being broughtto light (which 
my {elfe haue ſeene and read) it importeth thus 
much, Luanao contingeret illam miſerimam Elizabe- 
tham mortuam eſſe, That when that miſerable weneh 


| | Elizabeth ſhould bappen to die, Tunc nos valumus,Then 


We will, tbat all and enerie of you, dowſe youy beſt and 
Uttermoſt endeuors,quibuſcunq; modis & ys,by what 
ſtrength or meanes [a ener to keepe out the Septtiſh Heres 
Hikethat in any wiſe he may not be admitted to the king- 
dome of England, tonlefſe he would reconcile himlelfe to 
Rome,and hold his crowne of the Pope, and conforme 
bimſelfe and all bis ſubiefts to the religion of the Roman 
Church: this Bull vntill Garnet was taken , ſlept in 
England , becing filled with a moſt proud , 
ful! and Trayterous bouldnes, 
Vhen that miſcrimum feminans, Miſerrble wo. 
man or wench Elizabeth ſhall dje, had the papal! 
proude viurper , no other atribute to beſtowe 
vppon a Lurenethen Miſerable wench: (hee lined 
Renowned through all the Corners of the 
world, ſhee ruled in-peace, b:loued of all her Sub- 
ies, valeſle thoſe infeted with the Romane Lepros 
fie, ſhe was admired,& feared, confronting all op- 
politions,with vndoubted confidence, ſhee was a 


Prince potent enough, to defend her Kingdomes, | 


and to helpe her Neighbours being opprefled 


with 
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withglorious victorie ſhe bear ſpaine from oft her 
coalts, and rificd him in the boſome of his owne 
kingdome, wrapping his townes and ſhippes in 
cloudes of re and ſmoake, She ſwaicd the Rojall 
Scepter of her kingdomes goucrament with tri- 
umphant viRotie; maintaining peace amongſt her 
people, cuen in the worlds diſpight, 44 yeares her 
vamatched wiſdome, and vnconquered prowes 
crowned her the peereles wonder of her {exe : ſbe 
liv'd and died aQueene, her lite beloued, and her 
death lamented: And yer for a!l this, was ſheno 
more in the Popes account,then a miſerable wench. 
Letthe Popes pride finke to hell: whileſt heauens 
Elizabeth (whole bleſſed ſoule from earth ro hea- 
uen is taken) doth,and ſhall with Ged and Chriſt for 
euer liue in the heauuuly gloric of eternall hap- 
pineſle, - 
PopeClemezttheninth , having by his Bull, as 
before ſpecified, giuea commaundement that the 
Papiſts ſhould by all meanes howfocuer withhold 
ournow Soueraigne from his law#:ll right, {And 
notwithſtanding that Rebellions (ommiſſton, ) his 
Maieſtic being with grear ioy peaceably enitalled, 
Peerſie & (atesby went vnto their great Prouinciall 
Garnet,& of him enquired, whether the king being 
as he was already eſtabliſhed,they might by vertue 
ofthe Popes Bull, vſe any meanes to ſupplant or 
depoſc him, conſidering they were not of force to 
withſtand his comming at the firſt, And Garyes 
anſwered, that vndoubtedly they might, whereu- 
pon racy preſently relolued to put in —_— 
thats 
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thatmoſt horrible powder treaſon, the like where. 
of, vntill that time, was neuer tothe world repor- 
red, 

Some are of opinion, that if a tolleration of re. 
ligion had bin admitted vnto the Papiſts:that then 
no ſuch bloudie (tratagem ſhould by any of chem 
haue bene praCtiſed, But if you thall confider the 
tenor of the Popes Bull, you may then perceiue, 
that their requeſt of indifferent Tolleration was 
bur a colourable pretence in them, For that might 
not haue ſerued the turnes: For they were enioy- 
ned to worke his Maieſties ouerthrow, vnleſle hee 
would reconcile himſelte to Rome,hold his Crown 
ofthe Pope,and conforme himſelte and all his ſub, 
ies tothe Religion of the Roman Church: It isnot 
thena toleration only which they ſecke, nor could 
they haue beene contented therewith(although io 
much (hall never be graunted vnto thE.) They may 
therefore eaſily deſpaire of the reit( though they 
the Pope and the Diuell) doe neuer ſomuch con-+ 
ſpire to bring their Hell-borne praGtifesto paſſe, 

As touching the1alt horred treaſon, by inhuman 
ſauages complorted: I knowenot whart to ſpeake, 
becauſe I want words, to deſcribe the trayterous, 
deteſtable, tyrannicall bloudy, murtherous vil- 
lany of fo vildean ation . Onely this had their 
horrible attempr taken place « This Sea Inuy- 
conde ylande, the beauty, and wonder of the world, 
This fo famous and farre renowm'd great Brit- 
tains Monarchy, had at one blowe endured are- 


couerleſle ruine,beeing ouerwhelmed iv a ſea of 
þloud, 
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bloud.all rhoſe euils, ſhould haue at one inſtant 
happened, which would haue made this happieſt 
 kingdome of all kingdomes, the moſt vahappy, 
Our conquering Nation, conquered in her ſelfe; 
her faire and fertile boſome, beeing by her owne 
natiue (though foule vnnaturall children)torne in 
peeces, ſhould have beene madea ſcorneto all 
the nations of the earth . This fo well planted , 
pleaſant,fruitfull worlds, accounted Edens paradiſe 
ſhould haue beene þy this time, made a place diſ- 
conſolate, a walt and deſert wilderneſle, generally 
ouerrunne with heards of bloud-defiring wolues, 
This ſo well gouern'd, Populous, potent Monar. 
chy, had in one moment beeneleft without either 
Kine, Queene,Prince,State, Nobility, Law, Inſlice,or 
any ſtrength of gouernment,fodainlyhad we then 
beene throwne notonely to the cruelty of ciuill 
warre,that too too murtherous Domeſtick ſpoyling 
enemic: But alſoeuen in that inſtant generally 
haue beene expoſed vnto the all.deuouring hand 
of forraine Enemies, in our Congregations , the 
ſongs of Syon had no more beene ſung;Bur in their 
ſeed had bin brought vntovs the ſongs of Gehenna 
ſent from Rome: that Sathans ſynagogue, all our 
beſt fredoms liberty,had by this beene turn'd into 
the worſt bondage of moſt ſlauiſh ſeruitude: Papiſts 
Romane Catholicks , that would haue wrought all 
ourdeſtru&tions rhus; Should not Iuſtice, juitly 
thea commaund theiraQtions chiefly tobe enqut- 

red of. 
It what hath beene ſpoken, be vnto your memo» 
ries, 
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ries committed, you may then conſider, that from 
the eleuenth yeare of Queene Elizabeths .Raigne, 
vncill the third yeare of our now Soueraignes go- 
vernement, the Papiſts haue continually labored 
to aduance the ſupremacie of the Romane Church, 
which to accompliſh they haue contended thirtie 
foure yeares,in which time they haue nor omitred 
to practiſe Treaſons and Rebellions only amonglt 
vs here at home . But haue allo complotted to 
bring vpon vs Forraine Inuaſions, & that trom time 
to time, ſo ſoone as they were diſmiſſed of one 
hope, they preſently ſet on foore ſome other pro- 
ict: bothat home and abroad, and ſtill being by 
the loue and mercic of God towards vs continu- 
ally preuented: Arlaſt, raking connfell with hell, 
and Sathan, chey had practiſed a moſt helliſh at- 
tempt, wherein their Diuclliſhnefle brought ic 
ſelfc neareſt ro the nature ofthe Diuell, making 
fire and brimſtone the inftriiments of our deſtru- 
fon, And though the principall Actors of that 
euill, haue thereby themſclues deſtroyed: yer the 


forme: experience of their continual attempting 


may give ys warning, that they will not yet cealc 
to attempt, and though that eſtes and Seminaries 
haue beene the principall Agents in all the ſc- 
ucrall complotced treaſons, and that the Papiſts 
among{t vs cannot generally be accuſed, yet chus 
much I muſt (ay, thoſe perlons, and that Religion 
whereby Jeſuttes and Seminaries are receiued , pro» 
tected and concealed, are equally to be accounted 
dangerous, for were there not ſuch receiuers a- 
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amon oft vs, Romes (tate, Traytors wouldnot (o faſt 
come, ſwymming from Tyber hither to arriue at 


Tyborne , OnelylI conclude, therefore, thatif in 


great Brittainegthere were no Papilts, this Mornar . 
chy (hould be as free from treaſon as any Nation 
in the world. 

But now deare Contrimen, ſceing you haue 
heatd what godlefle and dangerous praQtiſes haue 
continually by Remes fauorites beene plotted a+ 
gainſt vs, I deſire that with attention,you wil vn- 
derſtand whatit is ( as they ſay) for which with 
ſuch yehemency they contend. The world is made 
belicue, that the aduancement ofReligion is the 
onely cauſe for which they ſtriue, wherein they 
ioyne themſelues vnto the Pope,becaulc there is no 
religion pood,but that which is by the Pope allow - 
ed,whercein my purpoſe is to binde all Papiſts vnto 
their owne aflertion. 

That Pius 2uintus whome thoſe of their {ide 
doe account to haue beene a good Pope ( though 
by falle perſwaſions too much milled) before the 
time of his excommunication againſt Queene E- 
lizabeth denounced, ſent his letter vato her Ma- 
jeltie, in which hee did allowe the Bible, and 
Booke of Divine ſernice , as it isnow vied amoneg(t 
vs, to bee authenticke , and not repugnant to 
truch-, Burthat therein was contayned enough 
neceſſary to ſaluation, though there was not in 
it , ſo much as might conueniently bee ) and 
that hee would alſo allowe it vnto vs, without 
chaunging any parte ; foas her Maieſtie would 
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acknowledge to receiue it from him the Pope, (8 
by his allowance) which her Maielty denying to 
do,(he was then preſently by the ſame Pope exco- 
municated: And this is the truth concerning Pope 
Pins Duintns,a5T hauec faith roGod and Men, I 
haue oftentimes heard auowed by the late Lucene 
her owne wordes: AndI hane conferred with 
ſome Lords that were of greateſt reckoning inthe 
State, who had ſeene and read the letter,which rhe 
Popeſent to that effeR: as haue beene by me ſpeci. 
fied. And this vpon my credit,as I am an honeſt 
man,is moſt true, 

By this then all our Erzlifs Papiſts , either Je- 
faites or Semmaries way learne to knowethat it 1s 
not Religion that they ſtriue for , but onely to 
maintaine the Antichriſtian head of Romes vſurpt 
ſupremacie. And it there bee in this preſence any 
Komane Catholicks, or ſo many of this nation, as 
ſhall here ofthat which hath now beene {poken. 
I entreate them, as my deare and louing coun- 
treymen , that they willno longer bee ſeduced, 
by any lining ſpirite ſent from Rome, the Pope, 
whom they belecue, hath himſelfe allowed, that 
in our Church 7Y/ee haue a dotFrine of Faith and 
Religion , ſufficiently neceſſarie to Saluation: Deere 
Coeuntreymen , wee haue thea enough , and 
neede not the helpe of any Pope , Syrhence all 
the Papiſts generally cam: vnto our Churches 
before our late 2ucene Elizabeth was excommuni- 
cated.) Againſt our Dread Souerargye there is no 
Excommunication denounced. In Gods name, 
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then let vs ioyne in our prayers, and Sacraments, 
and performe a duc obedience to God, and to our 
Kinz,as we arte all of one Nation, foletvs be all 
of one Church, and Chriſt being only our head, let 
vsall deſire as in one ſheepfold, tobe the ſanRified 
members of his glorious bodice. 

Ifthere beany Papilts ſo fooliſh, and altogether 
reaſonleſle, as toexpet that in time his Maieſtic 
may be drawne to ſuch alteration, or Tolleration: 
as they deſire, I will them afſuredly ro knowe, they 
hope 1a vaine, for his Maieſtie is, and euer hath 
bene confidently refolued in matter of Kelzgion, to 
continue the ſelfe ſame order and proteſſion, 
which he now profeſſeth . Whereof I will giue 
youan inſtance, Since the time of the Earle of 
Northumberlands [mpriſonment,there was amongſt 
his papers found a letter, which was obieted a- 
gain(t him in Starre Chamber , when himſelfe was 
called vnto his anſwer : The letter was directed to 
the Kines Maieſtie,that now is, as he was then King 
of Scotland. In which amongſt other things , the 
Earle had aduiſed his Highnefſe not todelire to bee 
proclaimed Heire apparant to this Crowne , nor 
proclaim? Prince Henry to be the Prince of P/ ales, 
But to ſtay the time, vatill the 2ueenes death. And 
that then he would reſolue at his comming to ad- 
mit vnto the Catholickes a Tolleration for thetr re- 
ligioa, which he requeſted, becauſe the Papiſts did 
put ſome trult in him, to Sollicit that buſinefle in 
their behalfe. This letter being read, his Maielties 
owne anſwer was ſhewed:(Till that time, by Gods 
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owne hand DEE to ſig nie the world, 
his religious vnremoucd confidence. To the firſt 
parte of the Earles letter, his Higneſſe aniwered , 
thathee had no contrary purpoſe, bur ro attend 
Gods leaſure, And forhis motion concerning the 
Catholickstolleration,he was purpoſed to come vn- 
to this kingdome in peace. But as touching mat- 
ter of Gouernment jhe was reſoluedneuer to alter 
any thing, either in Charch or State, His Maicſties 
molt. noble and Kingly reſolution, not enduring 
then to temporize vnder any pretext of hunrane 
pollicy. Can it now bethoughr, that his Highnes 
will beremoued in matter of Religion, from that 
Station whereupon his Soules ſaluation ſtanderh 
built, . 

Such Papiſts(as notwithſtanding the impoſhbi- 
lity oftheir hope will ſtill remaine perucrſc) de- 
ſpiſingro be admoniſhed: Let them know for cer- 
tainty,that the lawes concerning them, ſhall re- 
ceiuea moſt ſtrict andſeuere execution,youther- 
foreof the Iury, ought to be very carefull in that 
buſinefle. And alltae juſtices in their ſeucrall Li- 
mits, are intheir allegiancetothe K&yneg', bound in 
conſcience to vleall diligence ſo to obſerue the 
Papiſts, as that vnto their houles, there bee not a- 
ny Zeſuitesor Seminaries intertayned. For their pra- 
Riſe, is to Altenatethc hearts of our Engl Sub- 
ies, from th2 obedience to their ſoveraigne, In 
which  imployment, though the leſuires bee molk 
notorious,yer I account the Seminarie Prie{ts more 


dangerous; Becauſc their eſtimation ſtealerh to it 
(clic 
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ſelfe abetteropinion in the hearts of the ſimple, 
Notwithſtanding, all their worke 1s direted to 
one and the ſelfe ſame end; It all good Subiecs 
then ſhall deſirethe adminiſtration of 1uſtice,ac+ 
cording to the Lawes eſtabliſhed: they may either 
be converted or ſupplanted . By whomeour ub. 
uverſion,and vtter ſupplanting bath ſo often times 
beene attempted. I therefore leaue them,their a- 
ions and proccedings tobe indged off, andcare. 
fully ro be lookt into, by yourmoſt mature conſt- 
deration and beſt diligence, leaſt that our rootoo 
much conueniencic,doth yet vntimely bring vp- 
pon vs ſome dangerous miſchicte. Them and their 
actions therfore are principally in the firſt placeto 
be enquired of,and that withſuch regard as their 
cunning may by no meanes outreach the meaning 
of the Stature Law inaQted for their puniſhment, 
wherin though there be as much concluded,as the 
wiſedome of our ſtate could deuiſe, in the preuen« 
tion of any future euill, yet as] heare the Pope 
hath already granted ſuch diſpenfation, as that by 
their helliſh ſophiſtrie ofequiuocating, they may 
take a courſe wherein to deceiue our hope of their 
amendment, but in Godsnamelet the law proui- 
ded,recciuea iuſt and faithfull execution, & then 
doubt nor, but their faithleſſe Popiſh policic ſhall 
be ſufficiently prevented . And that in time the 
molt ſacred perſon of Gods anointed King,whom 
Pope Clement the 9, could proudly dare to tearme 
the ſcottiſh Zeritike, ſhall vnderneath his Prince- 
ly foot tread dow.ne Romes faithleſle Papall proud 
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and Antichriſtian hereſte,8& now in hels deſpight, 
rertuous King Lames being the ErperiallMaielty 0 
great Brittains Monarchy, the ſtrength of whoſe c- 
ſtabliſht awfull gouernment, makes the proudeſlt 
Territories & molt ſtrong foundation of earths Ba- 
bilonde to thake, I doubt not but in his royal ſelte 
and hjs molt bleſt poſterity, as is already by force 
of his commaunging power,not without iuſt caule 
fearefully ſulpected, the deſtruction of the ſcarlet 
whore (ball be made certaine to her,and heradul- 
terates,when they together ſball bee with wrath 
deſtroyed for the accopliſbing of which moſt glo- 
r10us worke, let all truc belecuing proteſtants,like 
faithfull ſubiccts to their lawfull Sowerajzne yeelde 
their beſt obedience to his highneſle lawes, and 
thus much copcerning Romane Catholikes, 

Thoſe that you are in theſecond place to enquier 
of,are a ſecond manner of Recuſants, though no- 
thing ſo dangerous as the Popyſþ recuſant is, yet are 
they a Sect not to be:tollerated in any. Monarchyall 
goyernment \, They are a certaine Brotherhood, 
which can indure no Biſops:The originall founder 
oftheir ſchilme,as they now profeſle, it hath ( as 
ſome of them ſay) turnd an 4poſtotate , to his firſt 
profeſſion , {o.as. how they are aſbamet. of his 
name, and wil! by no meanes.intheir fraternity be 
derived from him,yer they remaine knowne to the 
world,by the name of Browns. The moſt part of 
them are {1mple,& literate people. And they 0- 
gether with-chalgatihat:fortwhich ſeemeto haue 
lcaraing,are asall _—_— onely arrogant, = 

wil. 
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wilfully peruerſe, fitter tobe reformed by puniſh» - 
ment, rather then by argument: And though their 
ignorance vnderſtands not what they doe, yet 
doe their endeauours ſtriue ro ſhake in ſunderthe 
whole frame of our Emperiall gouernment, for if 
(as they deſire)the forme of our Cinill Lawes were 
abrogated, Then ſhould our Common Law, and 
ic of neceſlity fall togither . For they are ſo wouer 
and incorporated each in other , as that without 
the one, the other cannot ſtand: for example, 

An aQtion Reall, beeing brought at common 
Law, in Bar thereof Baſtardy is pleaded , our com:- 
mon Law can then proceed no further, vntill by 
the ciuill Law the matter of Baſtardy be determi- 
ned, So isitin the right of a Womans DNowre, and 
e inthe tryall of Y/ills In all theſe, anddiuerſe 0- 
thers without the Aſſiſtance ot the cia#/[Law, the 
comon Law hath no powerto determine.If then the 
ciuill Law muſt of neceſſity remain,it isnolefle ne- 
ceſlary thatthe _— therof ſhould becontinued, 
Andagaine without the graue aſſembly ofour 
Reuerend Bi{bops,his Maicſtics high court of parli- 
ament, ſhould be vafurniſhed,nolaw being there 
enacted, but that which is by the Kig , his Lords 
ſpirituall and temporall confirmed. Thele there. 
fore that would haue no Byſbyps amongſt vs,do in 
their deſires ſtriue, from his highnes, and the dig. 
nity of his State, to pluck the right hand of go- 
vernment, andas muchas in them lyeth to break 
* inſunder, the golden frame of iuſt Authority for 
itno Biſps, thenno Lawes, ifno Lawes, no Kings 
4; and 
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and tothis heig'1t doth their preſumprion'clime,al- 
though their ideot blindnes ſeems as if they did not 
vnderſtand ſo much; the miſchiefe of their ſ{chiſme 
is moſt ynſufferable: Forneuer was there a nation 
knowne to flouriſh hauing a Monarchie in the king + 
dome, and a Mallachie in the Church, And therfore 
you ofthe lurie faile not roenquireof all ſuchSe- 
Raries and preſent them. 

It is thereforethe faithfull Proteſtant,that only 
ſets the Crewnevp0o our Soueraignes head, & holds 
itvpſo faſt, as no oppoſition can make ir ſhake. 
And by their loyall hands will Heaven bepleaſed,to 
keep it ſafe from falling, which Mercy in the moſt 
Royall iſſue now eſtabliſhed God for chriſts his ſake 
cohirme vnto vs, ſolongas Sun & Moon endureth. 

The laſtſorr ot Recuſants, though troubleſome, 
(yet in my conſciencethe leaſt dangerous)are thoſe 
which do with roo much violence,contend againl(t 
ſome ceremonies yſed in the Church , with whoſe 
indire proceedings, in mine owne knowledge, 
his Maieſtie isnot a little grieued. Bur I will hope 
(as his Hizbneſſe doth)that in time, they will grow 
wiſe enough to leaue their tooliſhneſle_, and con: 
ſider that ceremonies not againſt the Analogic 
of Faith,nor hindring Faiths deuotion, are noſuch 
bug-beares as ſhould ſcar them from the exerciſes 
of diuine duties , nor cauſe them to diſturbe the 
peace of our Chirch, whoſe gouernment is more 
conſonant to Scripture then all the beſt retormed 
Churches at this day im-the world. You of the 
Turie failenot thereſore to enquire of their abuſes, 
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which dodelay to conforme themſelues vnro the 
Ia "es obedience, that ſuch of them as doe growe 
"in{olen!, may not go vnpuniſhed : And thus much 
concerning our three ſorts of Recuſants, 

Thus having touched theſe groning euils, 
which beeing well conſide red, doe cri for tuſtice a- 
gainſt themlelues, threatning( ifnotſupprefle(To 
make our Comon wealthto grone vnder the burthen 
of intorc'd calamity. I wil now, from them pro- 
cced vnto thoſe growing 7 enormities, whoſe vngo- 
vernd hight is a Ircdy to ſuch impertectio grown, 
asthat the iuſtice of this kingdomes gouermient, 
receiveth {candall by their meanes, and the p! ub- 
lick weale grieued by vniult oppreſſion. 

I heare a generall complaint againſtthe mul- 
tiplicity of Eccls e(raſticall Courts , and that cauſes 
are in them continued longer then an vprightand 
orderly proceeding would neceflarily inforce, by 
meanes wherof, his Mateſties good ſubiects, do re- 
cciueloſle, and are much hindered by their fo of+ 
ten conſtrayned attendance . But in this Dieſe, 
_ hopethe occaſion of any ſuch complaint, ſhall 
no more be hard ot, , becauſe I ſpeake before-thoſe 
rev zuerend Magiſtrares,* in whoſeauthoriry conſiſt- 

 ſulticie! at pow /Cr tOre tormethoſe abuſcs alrea- 
* dy complained vpon, I will therfore infilt no fur- 
ther, few words content the wife, what I have 
ipoken, | know 1s heard byan aproucd wiſledome, 

As touching the pennall Statutes for the pu 
niſhing ofany vnreuerent demcanurein churches, 

or 
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or violence offcred to the miniſters, or quarre!ling 
ſtryking,or drawing of any weapon in Churcl1, or 
Church yard, 1 know they bee ordinary matrers, 
given in cucry charge. And therctore you are not 
12norant of the Lawes in thatcaſe made and pro. 
uided: Iwill therefore in rc pet ofthe thortneſle 
of the time,onely point out vnto you ſome ſeuerall 
officers,whole ations not becing lirfhciently look- 
edinto,many abuſes are comitted, which do paſſe 
* vnpunithed, 

Our common wealth,Recciues much iniuricby 
our Excheators,vho by abuling their commiſſion, 
doe molt intollerable wrong,to many of his Ma- 
teſtics good Subiects, for an Echeator will come 
intothe country , and beeing informed of an ho- 
neſt 72aman deccaled,bs irthat his Lands, bee not 
aboue the yearly value of torty or fittic Pounds,& 
leauing an Zeire behind him, an inquiry ſhall bee 
made, by what euidence euery acre of ground is 
holden, and finding but one pecce, for which an 
exprelle cuidenc2: cannot bee (hewed,for that par» 
ticular parce!l, Then by a Iury to that,end Sum- 
moned by the E:cheator that peecc of groiid mutt 
be adiudged ro be held in Capite. Ando an office 
beeing found: all the whole inheritance mult bee 
taynted,and the yong heire a 'warde tothe King, 
who then becing preſently Begged by ſome one 
or other, by then hee haz:h compounded tor tus 
ward(hip, ſued out his linery , and then perhaps 
marryed co one ſtarke naughr, or not worth any: 
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thing, the yong heire ſhall beeleft iuſt worth ſo 
kay» no more: And this (as Ithinke) is a moſt 
lamentable thing . God forbid that every man 
ſhouldbe inforced by ſuch courſe , to proue his 
"right in euery particular acre of ground which he 
hath. For many particular peeces are oft included 
in one euidence, without being diſtinguiſhed by 
{cuerallnames. So that it is impoſſible, but by 
ſuch courſe,as the Eſcheator takes, lands that neuer 
held in Capite, muſt needs be brought in compaſle 
of ſuch Tenure. And againe, the intent of the Law, 
for the benefit of the king, looketh only to Manors, 
Lands,and Tenements of great value, without ha+ 
uing reſpeR toſuch petty things . Where an heire 
* tocleare the incumbrance, muſt ouerthrow his e- 
ſtate, looſe his inheritance,and be vndone for cuer. 
Bur this notwithſtanding, ſo the Eſcheator may 
haue his part, inthe ſpoile, hecareth notto vſe a- 
ny indireQ corruption. You of the Iurie therefore | 
for the good of your ſelues and yours, carefully 
looketo the proceedings viedin this caſe, and ſuch 
abuſe as you ſhall find therein, let it bepreſented. 
And ſuch asſhall bee found offendors, they (ball 
know, that we haue lawes to puniſh them, For 
proofe whereof, I would you could find out ſome, ® 
of whom there might be made an exatnple: Bur it 
you will be contentto let the Eſcheatoy alone , and 
notlooke vntohis actions, he will bee contented, 
by deceiving you, to change his name, taking vn- 
to himſelfe the two laſt ſyllables, only with the Bf 
left out : and ſo turne Chetor, w 
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Wehavethenan excellent Officer, ſurnamed 
the Clarke of the Market , concerning whoſe of. 
fice, for mine owne part , I ſee not the neceſſitic 
thereof, conſidering the Iuſtices of peace in their 
ſeuerall limmits, are ateucry Seſſions to enquire 
of;and to puniſh all thoſe abuſes which are by the 
Clarke ofthe market continued , vuder ſhew of re, 
formation. For he will come doune and call be- 
fore himall waights and meaſures, and where a 
fault is Found, there muſt a Fee be payd, which is 
deuided betwixt him and the Informer : So the of- 
fendor payes for his offence, to the end it might be 
continued, but not reformed. And thus the Clatke 
of the market by recciuing bribes, enricheth bim- 
ſelfe,by abuſing his Maieltieslawes,and wronging 
his Cubicdts, It was once my hap to take a Clarke 
of the marketin theſe tricke s: Burl aduanſt him 
higher chen his fachers ſonne; by ſo much as from 
theground tothe roppe of the Pillorie. If you 
- oftheluriewill therefore haue acare to find out 
theſe abuſes, by Gods grace they ſball not goe 
vnpuniſhed . For we haue a Coyfe, which ſignifies 
a Sell : whereby in the execution of Iuſtice, wee 
aredefended againſt all oppoſitions, bee they ne- 
uerſo violent. 

There is a certaine ruffling officer , which will 
ſeeme to command much by the authoritie of his 
Comiſhon, And he wilbe known to be a Purueyor, 
Some of which officers,ifrthey can find nothing to 
be dealing with,they will puruey mony our of your 
purſes: if you will ſuffer them, Burknow there is no 
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mony to be purueyed, vnleſle bythe high way ſide, 
and any Purueyor that (hall rake ſuch courle,is but 
in his paſſage the nigh way tothe gallowes. 
tro ſpcake of that, which may by them bee 
lawfully done Jdrait a Purueyor commeth downe 
with Commiſſion, to take vp timber for the Kings 
vic; VV hat timber is it then that he ruſt rake : He 
cannot come and pull downe any timber in my 
houſe,what then? May he go into any of my woods 
which I purpoſe to preſerue, and there marke out 
ofmy beſt timber, and inforce meto ſuffer it to be 
felled, and carried away at the kings price ? No, 
There is not any ſuch aurhoritic granted vnto him; 
Butonly thus, If have any timber felled, which I 
purpoſe to ſell : then may the Purueyor ( he King 
hauing vſe of timber) come and make choiſe of 
w harrrees he will :-For thece is great reaſon, that 
in ſuch caſe theking ſhould firſt beſerued,, Bur if 
ny of you do deſire to preſerue your timber grow- 
ing, be notſcared with a Purueyors warrant : Nor 
do not preſcrue the ſtanding of your trees by bri- 
bing any one of them. The dignitie of his Maic- 
ſties prerogatiue Rozall is not vied to enforce his 
ſubicAs to indure wrong, But theruſt being ſcou- 
red off, which abuſed time, hath caſt vpon it, then 
will the glorie therco! ſhine i inthe perteion of an 
vncorr::pted brightneſle, You of the Iurie therfore 
looke into the abuſes done by Purezors,and pre: 
{ent them, 
Relides theſe ſpoken of, There is alſo a Salt-pe- 
ter man,whoſe, Commilſion is not to breake vpany 
mans 
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mans houſe or ground without leaue. And not to 
deale with any houſe, but ſuch as is vnuſed for any 
neceſſatic imployment by the owner. Andnotro 
digge in any place without leauiug it ſmooth and 
leuell: in fuch caſe as he found it. This Salt-Perer 
man vnder ſhew of his authoritie, though being no 
more then is ſpecified ,will make plaine and fimple 
people beleeue, that hee will without their leaue 

reake vp the flooreof their dwelling houſe, vnleſſe 
:hey will compound with him to the contrary. Any 
luch felow,if you can meete with all ,lethis miſde- 
menor be preſented, that he may be raughtr better 
to vnderſtand his office: For by the'r abuſe the 
countrey is often times troubled. 

There is another troubleſome fellow called a 
Concealer, whois indeed little betrer then a plaine 
Coſioner , and would in many things be prouedſo, 
if well looked vnto,there be many Statute lawes ro 
preuent the occurrence of his miſchite, giue him 
not a peny for any of his claimes or titles:For they 
aremecre illuftons,and like himſelte not worth a- 
ny thing. 

There be 4 ſorts of people, whom if you obſerue, 
youſhall findnot any ofthem to thriue. I haue al- 
wayes knowne them little better then beggers,and 
may caſily be knowne by theſe names, A Concez- 
ler of whom i haue ſpoken: vnto whom is rightly 
ioyned a Promootet, a Monopolitan, and an lc - 
miſt : The Prmooter is both a begger and a knaue, 
and may, if well looked vnto, in the part of an /n- 


fermer (Formany abuſes ) by your information ey- 
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ther be well puniſhed or reformed . Their Office, I 
confelle, is neceflarie: And yer itfeldome happe- 
neth, that an honeſt man is imployed therein : yet 
there is ſome hope, that by puniſhing their abuſes, 
_ they mayat the laſt bee made honeſt againſt their 

wils, In which imploymenr, you of the [uric ſhall 
do well tovſe areſpeRiue diligence, 

As touching the Monopolitane , hee for the moſt 
part vſeth ata deare rateto pay for his fooliſhnes: 
For ſome of-that profeſſion , haue bene ſowile, to 
fell rwentie, thirtic, or perhaps fortic pound land a 
yeare, and beſtow moſt part ofthe money in pur- 
chaſing ofa Momopolie: Thereby to.anoy and hinder 
the whole PublickePVeale for his owne priuat bene- 
fit: In which courſe he ſo well thriueth, as that by 
royling ſome ſhore time, either in Starch, Vineger, 
or Aquazite, he doth in the end thereby purchaſe 
to himſelte an abſolute beggerie, and tor my owne 
part, their purpoſes and practiſes conſidered, I can 
wiſh yntothem no better hapgineſle. 

But then our golden Foole the 4/cumiſt,he will 
be ſtriuing to make Gold and Siluer , varill he 
leaues himſelfe not worth a pennies weight in ei- 
ther of both, I willnot deny,but to vnderitand the 


nature,quinteſſence,& ſpirit ofthe Minerals,out of ' 


them toextratt a Metaphi(call and P araceiſuap man- 
ner of Phyſicke, may according to art be commen- 
dable, .but by the ſtudie of Alcumie, to defire to 
turne imperfe& mertals into Gold and Siluer,ſuch 
labour I account ridiculous : and oftentimes by 


thoſe of this Camicall Science is Fellony comitted: 
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For = any imperfe Acommixture, to vie multip! 
cation, cither 1 in Gold or Sl1luer, is directly F cllo- J= 
nie by Statute Law: you ofthe lar 'c are tt erel Orc 
tocnquire of ſuch oftendors, and preſent them. 

Becauſe I muſt ha{t vnto an end 1 wilrequeſt that 
you will carefully put in execution the Statnte a: 
gain{t garants: Since the making whereof, l have 
found ſewer t| ceues, and the Gaole leſle peltcred 
then betore, 

The abule of. Stage players, wherewith I find the 
Countrey much troubled, mayealily be reformed: 
They hauing 7 no Commithon t. play it 1 any place 
without leaue: Ar d therefore, it by your willing- 
neſle they be not entertained you may ſoone be rid 
of them. 

You are allo concerning Innesand Alehouſes di- 
ligently to obſerue what the Statute Lawe determi- 
neth. As allo to keep the orders fer down by my ho- 
norable predece// or, concerning which, there is now 
by the appointment of the Lords ofthe Counſel,cer- 
taine Briefesto be delinered vnto all the Iu/tices in 
their ſeuerall Zmmmits, And aſſuredly, it you of the 
[uric, pettie ( on/?ables,C hiefe Conſtables and !uſtices 
of Peace, would rogether labour that the Lawes 
carefully Enatted for our good, might receiue a 
a due and iult execution, buſts wouldthen be 'Cre- 
formed, God and ou r King faithfully terued and ho- 
nored, An dthe tranq! illitic of our Publicke weale 
preſeru2d : which fo great happineſle, that it may 
the berter be accom! pliſh cd, | would rec juelt, that 
all imployed in any place of authoritie, "oY haue 
an PC Clail care to ſuppre! lethat root of cuill, from 
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whence all miſchiefs doprocced,and that is 1dlenes: 
For idle perſons are thoſe of whom the Pſalme 
ſpcaketh, They dce wickedly all the day long, they ima- 
gine wickednes wpon their beds, the imagmations of 
their b.rts arecuill continually, and (ich tor the moſt 
part are ali thoſe, giuen ouer to an idle diſpoſition: 
who by their wickednes do make themſelues worſe 
then beaſts: For, Homo malus infinitis modis plura 
mula perpetrauerit quam beſtta, an euill man by an inf 
nit manner committeth more euill then a beaſt. For the 
reformation of which dangerous cuill:you ſhall do 
well to haue an eſpeciall cie vato the company that 
frequent Tawerns, Innes , Alchouſes, Bouling allies 
and ſuch like thriftles places of reſort, where you 
. ſhall find Tradſemen and Artificers ,, which haue 
no other meanes whereby to liue, then onely the 
lawfull vc of theic Science , or Manuall profeſcion, 
And yerſuch is their vathrifrtie idleneſſe, as they 
will ſpend theirtime and labors profit, at ſome, or 
all the places before recited: whileſt their wiues 
and childern fit at home and weepe,wanting neceſ- 
ſaric maintenance: Thoſe of ſuch condition , let 
them be inquired of and preſented : For were the 
Iuſtice of the Lawe rightly executed yppon ſuch 
offendors ( they receiuing condigne puniſhment 
for their offence)would be inforced to berake them 
ſelues vntoa better courſe of life, and live as be- 
cometh good SubiRs inthe liſt of a more com- 

mended obedience. 
Ofthat idle company, you ſhall alſo finde ſome 
of our accounted Gallants young — VP- 
arts 
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ſtars,perhaps honeſt yeomens ſonnes,that by their 
intemperate Ryore, louetoſpend their inheritance 
before they come to inherit, and being queſtioned 
for their chargeable andexpenſiue manner of li- 
uing,they will branely anſwer that they ſpend no- 
thing but their owne : And will ſeemeas if they 
ſcorn'd to be reformed by admonition or authoritie. 
The law prouideth a courſe whereby toteach ſuch 
vain & idle »yotors ſo to ſpend, that they may keepe 
their own:For when by their miſdemenor all their 
owne is ſpent; Then thejr next courſe is to Jiue 
vpon the goods of others: and then at laſt , ſuch. 
Gallants turning ſtarke theeues, do make their laſt 

period at the Gallowes, reaping to themlclues, by 
an vntimely death, the truit of idleveſle, 

There is alſoa fort of idle ſeeming Gentlemen, 
whom if you doobſcrue, youſhall find them wal- 
king with a gray-hound ia aflip,or a birding peece 
vpon theirnecke, and they forſooth will make a 
path ouer the Statute Law, and into any mans 
Grounds , Lordſhips, ox Liberties, paſſe and repaſle 
at their pleaſure: As if ic were lawfull for cuery 
Fellow to keepe a Gr ay-hound, and to hunt , when 
and where he liſterh, or as if a birding peece were 
noGunne, and {onot included in the Statute made 
againſt Gunnes. 

Bur if ou would find out thoſe fellowes , and 
prefent . a they thall be taught ro know them 
ſelues: And that the wiſedome of a Kinzdomes State, 
inthe framing of a Statute Law, couldnor be delu- 
ded by a vaine & ſhallow brain'd idleneſle of their 
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r1aiculous Foolery. Let them be therfore puſhed 
whoſe miſdemenor in this caſe offendeth, 
- The better to prevent the Ryotous expence of vn« 
thriftie idlencſle, you ſhall do well to haue a ſpeci- 
all care ynto the Statute for Afparell,by the neglet 
whereof too much abuſe is nouriſhed, 

As touching all the abuſes Iſt recited, haue preat 
reſpe& ro puniſh one abuſe, in which all our idle 
Gallants and diſordered diſolutes do deſire to ſwim, 
vntill themſelues,and their whole eſtate do finke,in 
the Shymie dregs of Swinelike drunkennes,to drunkards 
therefore haue eſpeciall heed, you know the Lawe 
prouiderh for their puniſhmet,8 were ſuch offendors 
duly preſented, Indited, Fined,& imprifoned,they may 
by ſuch good meanes be in time haply refined from 
that contagious exill, their continuall amiſle, beeing 
continually with 7uſtice puniſhed, tothe vtter ſup- 
preſſing of ſuch vild occaſion: From whence as fr6 
Hels mouth flames forth, Ryoats, murthers, man-ſlawus 
ghters,quarrels,fightings, whoredemes, and preſumptu- 
ous blaſphemies,a\l proceeding from that ſinke of fin, 
in whole ſick healths is dyonke the bodies Surfiting, 
and the Soules damnation. In this,as in all thereſt of 
the abuſes ſpecified,vſe your beſt indeauors fot the 
t urtherance of a ſetled Reformation , according to 
the Zawes eſtabliſhed: For you muſt know, that Vita 
>, vigor Turis, im execucione conſiſtit , The life and 
ſtrength of the Laws .conſiſteth in the execution of them: 
For 1a vaine are iuſtlawes Inacted, if nor iultly 

excuted. 

And now my loning Conntrey men, becauſe 1 
would thatail which I haue ſpoken , may recciue 
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2a profitable remembrance, I will thus conclude, 
Similes and Compariſons doe beſt confirme our vn: 
derſtanding :and do faſteſt cleaue vnto thememo- 
riez my concluſion therefore , ſhall conſiſt vpon 
this one Similizude, 

There was a certain man,who hauinÞ a great ac+ 
count to make vnto a mightie &7g, made triall of 
his belt Friends,that might accompany him,in that 
dangerous iourney, and not forſake him vnrill bis 
account were made. This man vpon his Inquiſttion 
found one friend that would go with hima great 
part of the way, but then forſake him.. And that 
was his ( Riches.) Someother Friends he found 
that would goe with himyncill he came in ſight of 
the Kings pallace, but then they would alſo leaue 
him and beare him company no further , all theſe 
Friends were his wife and children, that would 
follow him tohis graue. Butatlaſt, hefound one 
Friend that would gowith him into the preſence 
of the King, and not forſake him, vntill he had ſeene 
his account made, and for cuer beare the grearelt * 
part with him, cicher in woe, or happineſle, and 
this Friend was his (onſcience; Deare Countrymen 
betwixtGod and your (vnſciences cherefore , make 
your peace,for he is the Xing, vato whom all of vs 
miſt make a ſtrickt account ofall our ations dones 
This then conſidered , ſuch would beour care, as 
God and our King (hould be obeyed, andour peace 

in this life, and in the world to come prefer- 

ued, Vnto which cternall grace be we 
all in Jeſus Chriſt committed, #4
